The  Chinatown-Soudi  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  has 
released  die  names  of  the  35 
candidates  who  will  be  running 
for  seats  in  the  upcoming 
neighboihood  council  election. 

Of  die  current  21  members  of 
die  councU,  only  13  are  seeking 
second  terms  in  the  May  1  and  2 
election,  which  marks  the  first 
time  that  members  will  be 
chosen  in  a  popular  vote. 

Each  candidate  must  seek  a 
seat  in  one  of  five  categories. 
According  to  the  breakdown, 
five  seats  are  available  for 
neighborhood  residents;  four 
seats  for  members  of  social  ser¬ 
vice  agencies;  four  seats  for 
members  of  community-based 
organizations;  four  seats  for 
members  of  the  business  com¬ 
munity;  and  four  seats  for  ‘'in¬ 
terest^  others.” 

Persons  vtishing  to  run  for  a 
council  seat  were  required  to  be 
at  least  14  years  of  age  and  had 
to  fill  out  nomination  forms  and 
collect  signatures  (10  for 
residents,  25  for  all  o^rs)  by 
April  4.

Charges  that  a  suspended 
lawyer  and  the  corporation  he 
represented  conspired  to 
fiaudulendy  obtain  liquor  and 
adult  entertainment  licenses 
could  lead  to  the  eventual  clos¬ 
ing  of  a  string  of  Combat  Zone 
pornographic  establishments. 

Indicted  earlier  this  month  by 
a  federal  grand  jury  were 
suspended  lawyer  Daniel  F. 
Leary,  61,  of  Milton  who, 
among  other  things,  was  charg¬ 
ed  with  bribing  or  attempting  to 
bribe  licensing  officials,  and 
Bel-Art  Realty  Inc.,  of  Woburn, 
which  was  charged  with  using 
I^ony  names  to  obtain  licenses 
for  property  it  owns  in  the  Com¬ 
bat  Zone. 

The  indictments  are  the  result 
of  an  investigation  by  the  FBI 
and  are  part  of  an  ongoing  probe 
by  die  US  Justice  Department’s 
New  England  Organi^  Crime 
Strike  Force  into  alleged  corrup¬ 
tion  by  police  officers  taking 
kickbacks  fiom  bar  owners  and 
managers. 

Leary  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the 
charges  in  his  arraignment  in 
U.S.  District  Court  last  week. 
Attorney  Morris  Goldings  also 
entered  a  plea  of  non  guilty  for 
his  client,  Bel-Art  Realty.  The 
names  of  the  owners  of  ^l-Art 
Realty  were  not  named  in  the  in¬ 
dictment. 

Both  Leary  and  Bel-Art  Realty 
were  charged  with  violations  of 
federal  racketeering,  mail  fiiiud 


and  conspiracy  statutes  over  a 
nine-year  period,  from  1979  to 
1988. 

The  12-count  indictment 
charges  that  Leary  and  Bel-Art 
Realty  allegedly  conspired  to  ob¬ 
tain  liquor  and  adult  entertain¬ 
ment  licenses  using  phony 
names. 

In  addition,  it  charges  that 
Leary  allegedly  either  bribed  or 
attempted  to  bribe  a  member,  or 
members,  of  the  Boston  Licens¬ 
ing  Board  “to  secure  favorable 
votes  on  the  transfers  of  certain 
licenses  and  on  disciplinary  mat- 
ters  involving  licensed 
premises.” 

In  one  instance  cited  in  the  in¬ 
dictment,  Leary  allegedly  “did, 
directly  or  indirectly  corruptly 
give,  oflfer  and  promise”  money 
to  a  member  or  members  of  the 
licensing  board  in  connection 
with  a  disciplinary  hearing  in¬ 
volving  solicitation  for  prostitu¬ 
tion  and  the  employment  of  a 
minor  as  a  nude  dai^r  at  The 
Sevens  club  on  Washington 
Street. 

The  indictment  also  charges 
that  licenses  were  obtained  using 
phony  names  for  a  number  of 
Combat  Zone  establishments, 
most  of  which  are  on 
Washington  Street  and  include 
the  Palomino  Lounge;  Fantasy 
Bookshop,  Inc.;  Tlie  Boston 
Bunnies;  Club  66;  View 
Distributors  and  Sales,  Inc.;  The 
Sevens;  X  Cinema  and 
Videorama;  Peeperama  and

Amnesty  deadline  quickly  approaches; 
Congress  slow  to  act  on  extension  bills 


As  the  May  4  deadline  to  app¬ 
ly  to  the  fe^ral  amnesty  pro¬ 
gram  quickly  approaches,  ttere 
is  still  no  definite  word  on 
whether  the  program  will  be  ex¬ 
tended. 

Although  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee  has  tq^roved  a  biU 
extending  the  amnesty  program 
to  Nov«nber  30,  it  must  still  be 
approved  by  the  house  and 
senate  to  berame  law. 


“It’s  possible  the  deadline 
will  be  extended,”  said  Muriel 
Heiberger,  executive  director  of 
the  Massachusetts  Immigrant 
and  Refugee  Advocacy  Coali¬ 
tion.  “The  fact  that  it  did  get 
through  the  house  judiciary  sug¬ 
gests  that  it  has  a  good  chance  in 
the  fiill  house.” 

“They  have  to  act  on  it  quick¬ 
ly,”  she  added.  “My  guess  is 
tiuit  something  will  haiq>en  this 


week.” 

“It’s  not  really  clear  what’s 
going  to  hqtpen  with  that  exten¬ 
sion,”  said  Liz  Phillips,  an  aid 
to  Senator  Edward  Kennedy, 
who  has  introduced  a  senate  bill 
to  extend  the  amnesty  program 
for  one  year.  “It  doesn’t  seem  to 
be  clear  that  it  has  a  great  deal  of 
support.”

Stella  Liu  sees  larger  role  for  Chinese 
community  in  Lexington  political  life 


by  Robot  O’MaOey 
When  Stella  Liu  was  elected 
to  Town  Meeting  in  Lexington 
last  year,  it  marked  another  im¬ 
portant  step  in  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity’s  increasing  involvement 
in  that  town’s  political  life. 

Liu’s  inquessive  victory  -  she 
placed  second  in  the  number  of 
votes  received  by  the  seven 
members  elected  from  the  9th 
precinct  -  points  in  part  to  the 
Chinese  anmnunity’s  emeiging 
willingness  to  make  itself  a  more 


inqmrtant  factor  in  Lexington 
politics. 

The  decision  to  run  for  Town 
Meeting,  says  Liu,  was  a  natural 
oiugrowth  of  her  work  as  assis¬ 
tant  director  of  Lexington’s 
Carey  Library,  whose  annual 
budget  is  ajqnoved  by  Town 
Meeting  vote  each  year. 

That  decision,  however, 
didn’t  represent  the  first  instance 
of  Liu’s  involvement  in  town 
politics.  As  a  member  of  the 
Chinese  American  Association 


of  Lexington,  she  had  already 
been  involved  in  inviting  can¬ 
didates  for  town  office  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  association  at  election 
time. 

Moreover,  the  group’s  prac¬ 
tice  of  endorsing  candidates  aixl 
urging  its  members  to  vote  for 
them  has  given  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  added  political  clout.  “I 
think  Lexington  can  be  a  role 
model  for  Chinese  in  other 
towns,”  Liu  says.

A  number  of  the 
establishments  named  in  the  in¬ 
dictment  are  no  longer  in 
business. 

The  indictment  also  seeks 
forfeiture  to  the  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  property  owned  by 
Bel- Art  Realty,  Inc.  where 
businesses  operated  using 
licenses  with  phony  names.  The 
property  includes  669  to  679 
Washington  Street,  11-13 
LaGrange  Street,  and  693  to  707 
Washington  Street. 

The  grand  jury  indictment 
does  not  mention  the  name  or 
names  of  any  member  of  the 
state-appointed  Boston  Licens¬ 
ing  Board  who  had  been  offered 
or  had  accepted  alleged  bribes 
from  Leary. 

Last  week  board  member 
Richard  L.  Arrington  publicly 
denied  any  wrongdoing  follow¬ 
ing  newspaper  reports  that  he 
and  former  board  member  Jon 
C.  Straight  either  sided  with  or 
switched  their  votes  to  Leary 
clients  on  several  occasions 
when  he  allegedly  attempted  to 
influence  voting. 

According  to  the  indictment, 
the  fraudulent  scheme  involved 
making  “fixed  weekly 
payments”  to  persons  who  did 
not  own  the  businesses  but 
whose  names  appeared  on  the 
license  applications. 

It  states  that  Bel-Art  obtained 
liquor  or  entertainment  licenses 
using  phony  leases  that  contain¬ 
ed  the  names  of  people  who  did 
not  own  the  businesses.  Leary,  it 
states,  would  then  file  such 
leases -with  the  Licensing  Board 
and  the  Licensing  Division. 

The  indictment  further  states 
that  ”the  defendants  and  their 
co-schemers  would  control  the 
operation  of  the  aforesaid 
premises  and  the  disposition  of 
all  revenues  generate  by  said 
licensed  businesses.” 

Although  they  are  not  listed  as 
the  corporation’s  officers  and 
are  not  named  in  the  indictment, 
members  of  the  Venios  family  of 
Woburn  -  who  once  controlled 
Bel-Art  Realty  -  reportedly 
might  still  be  involved  in  its 
operation  . 

US  District  Court  Magistrate 
Lawrence  P.  Cohen  announced 
that  the  triid  would  begin  June

Youths  charged  with  assault 
in  alleged  racially  motivated  attack 


Two  youths  pleaded  innocent 
in  Dorchester  District  Court  last 
week  on  civil  rights  and  assault 
charges  following  an  alleged  at¬ 
tack  on  three  Asians  on  a  Dor¬ 
chester  Street  earlier  this  month. 

Arraigned  on  the  charges  were 
Thomas  Sonia,  17,  of  Babcock 
Street,  Dorchester,  and  Shaun 
C.  Hayes,  17,  of  Bellfort  St., 
Dorchester.  ITje  youths  were 
released  on  personal 
recognizance  and  their  cases 
continued  to  June  15. 

The  youths  were  arrested 
following  an  incident  that 
allegedly  occurred  on  Dor¬ 
chester  Avenue  April  8  at  about 
9  p.m.  when  a  police  officer 
spotted  three  white  males 
fighting  with  three  Vietnamese 
males  in  what  police  believe  was 
a  racially  motivated  attack. 

The  youths  were  charsed  with 


assault  and  battery  with  a 
dangerous  weapon  and  two  civil 
rights  violations  each.  The 
weapon  allegedly  used  in  the 
assault  was  a  four-foot  wooden 
pole,  police  said. 

Also  arrested  as  the  result  of 
the  incident  was  a  IS-year-old 
juvenile,  who  was  charged  with 
civil  rights  violations,  assault 
with  a  dangerous  weapon, 
assault  and  battery  on  a  police 
officer  and  possession  of  mari¬ 
juana,  police  said. 

According  to  police,  Thanh 
Lam,  of  Greenwood  Park,  Dor¬ 
chester,  sustained  head  lacera¬ 
tions  and  Ha  Lam,  29,  of 
Washington  Street,  Lowell,  sus¬ 
tained  facial  contusions  as  a 
result  of  the  incident.  A  third 
person,  Hoa  Tranh,  was  also 
assaulted,  police  said.

Film  Review:  The  Last  Emperor 


Iqr  Robert  O’Malley 
In  an  early  scene  in  Bernardo 
Bertolucci’s  ’’The  Last 
Emperor,”  Pu  Yi,  die  last  ruler 
of  China’s  Manchu  dynasty, 
tries  to  pass  dirough  the  gates  of 
the  Eternal  City,  the  walled  in 
palace  where  he  has  lived  since 
the  age  of  three. 

He  wants  to  be  near  his 
mother,  who  has  just  died  out¬ 
side  the  city,  but  he  is  stc^iped 
tty  soldiers  as  he  tries  to  ride  his 
bicycle  through  the  gate. 

Years  later,  while  serving  as 
Japan’s  puppet  emperor  in  Man¬ 


churia,  he  trys  to  leave  another 
palace  -  this  time  to  reach  his 
wife,  whose  recently  bom  child 
has  apparently  died  at  the  hands 
of  Japanese  soldiers. 

In  both  instances,  he  is  quick¬ 
ly  stopped  by  soldiers,  who 
make  it  clear  to  him  that  de^ite 
his  title  and  palacial  surroun¬ 
dings,  he  rules  in  luune  only, 
lacldiig  even  the  sinqile  freedom 
to  leave  his  home. 

For  Pu  Yi,  life  in  a  rapidly- 
changing  20th  Century  Chim 
will  continue  to  present  such 
contradictions.  He  will  be  given

tides  and  palaces,  but  never 
authentic  iwwer,  either  over 
himself  or  his  pe^le. 

It’s  Pu  Yi’s  inability  to  control 
either  his  country’s  history  or 
his  own  fete  that  gives  the  ’’Last 
Emperor”  its  tragic  undercur¬ 
rent.  His  life  encompasses  all 
the  major  dumges  in  20th  Cen¬ 
tury  Chinese  history,  but  it’s  Pu 
Yi’s  destiny  to  be  controlled  by 
those  changes  rdher  than  in¬ 
stigate  them. 

Opening  with  Pu  Yi  slashing 
his  wrists  in  a  men’s  room  en 
route  to  a  reeducation  prison  in 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China, 
the  fllm,  in  a  series  of 
flashbacks,  tells  the  story  of  his 
life  from  his  earliest  days  as  a 
child  in  the  Eternal  City. 

In  the  ’’Last  Enq)eror,”  Ber¬ 
tolucci  has  succeeded  in  makine 
<  a  film  with  the  epic  grandeur  of 
such  films  as  ’’Doctor  Zhiv^o” 
and  ’’Lawrence  of  Arabia,”  but 
lacking  the  emotional  intensity 
and  magical  sweep  of  those 
films. 

Although  it  received  academy 
awards  last  week  in  each  of  the 
nine-categories  for  which  it  was 
nominated  -  including  best  pic¬ 
ture  and  best  director  -  the  Last 
Enq>eror  lacks  the  emotional 
depth  that  makes  for  a  genuinely 
great  film. 

In  the  early  scenes  in  the  Eter¬ 
nal  City,  the  traditional  Chinese 
belief  that  the  ruler  serves  under 
the  auspices  of  heaven  and  is 
more  dosely  related  to  the 
heavenly  rea^,  is  given  almost 
palpable  form  tluough  the  film’s 
music  and  cinematography. 

The  lush  ;  cinematography  of 
Vittorio  Storaro,  the  lavish  sets 
and  costumes,  and  the 
mesmerizing  musical  score  give 
the  film  an  almost  mythical 
quality. 

Too  often,'  though,  the  film 
works  too  hard  at  telling  Pu  Yi’s 
story.  While  it  thoroughly 
covers  the  almost  quarter- 
century  of  historical  time,  it  fails 
to  develop  enough  emotional 
depth  in  the  characters  to  keep  it 


force  as  Pu  Yi’s  life  slowly  un¬ 
folds.  As  a  child  he  quickly 
realizes  how  easily  his  desires 
are  satisfied,  but  as  he  grows 
older  he  slowly  sees  how  little 
control  he  really  has  over  his 
life. 

When  his  younger  brother, 
who  lives  outside  the  Eternal  Ci¬ 
ty,  visits  him  and  tells  him  that 
tile  prime  minister  is  now  the 
true  ruler  of  China,  Pu  Yi  slowly 
begins  to  realize  that  his  power 
is  meaningless  beyond  the  walls 
of  the  palace  and  that  his  rule 
truly  is,  as  his  tutor  remarks, 
like  ’^a  theater  without  an  au¬ 
dience.” 

John  Lone  as  the  adult  Pu  Yi 
brings  to  his  role  a  quiet  sense  of 
the  enqieror’s  inner  turmoil.  He 
portrays  Pu  Yi  as  a  man  who 
wants  to  rule  but  feels  constrain¬ 
ed  by  an  iimer  doubt  and  the 
’knowledge  that  the  world  he  was 
prepared  to  rule  no  longer  ex¬ 
ists. 

At  the  same  time,  though. 
Lone’s  performance  doesn’t 
draw  the  audience  emotionally 
into  the  character’s  inner  world, 
except  perluqis  in  the  film’s  final 
scenes  when  we  see  Pu  Yi  as  an 
innocent  gardener  quietly  at 
peace  with  his  life. 

Nevertheless,  the  film  has 
many  riveting  scenes,  par- 
ticulary  some  of  the  early  scenes 
in  the  Eternal  City  and  some  of 
the  later  scenes  depicting  his  life 
after  prison. 

In  one  of  the  film’s  more 
powerful  moments,  Pu  Yi  wat¬ 
ches  as  a  group  of  youths  march 
through  the  streets  casing  por¬ 
traits  of  Mao  Tse-'Tung  and 
waving  tiny  red  books  in  the  air. 

Walking  in  the  midst  of  the 
youths  are  men  who  have  been 
.accused  of  crimes,  one  of  whom 
is  Pu  Yi’s  former  prison  teacher 
who  often  berated  him  for  his 
privileged  status.  When  Pu  Yi 
goes  to  his  defense,  calling  him 
a  ’’teacher,”  his  own  feelings 
about  the  communist  regime 
become  ambiguous. 

In  fact,  the  political  stance 
taken  by  fee  film  is  essentially  a 
neutral  one  -  there  is  no  par¬ 
ticular  political  ax  to  grind  here. 
By  fee  end  of  fee  film,  Pu  Yi 


ed  an  iimer  peace  and  innocence 
that  evaded  him  when  he  tried  to 
rule  as  emp^r. 

In  fee  final  scene  of  fee 
movie,  Pu  Yi  returns  to  fee  Eter¬ 
nal  City,  an  aged  man  dressed  in 
dirty  gardening  clothes.  It  is 
now  a  museum  where  tourists 
hear  lectures  and  take  pictures. 

He  meets  a  little  boy  there  and 
tells  him  how  he  was  once  fee 
emperor  and  had  lived  there  as  a 
child  like  him.  To  prove  he’s 
telling  the  truth,  he  reaches 
behind  fee  throne  and  removes  a 
jar  covered  wife  dust  and  spider 
webs  that  had  once  held  a  cricket 
given  to  him  as  a  child. 

The  little  boy  <^ns  it,  and  a 
cricket  crawls  out  and  stands  on 
the  rim,  more  than  a  half  century 
latter.  It’s  scenes  like  this  that- 
carry .  fee  film  through  fee 
deadspots,  that  give  it  a  sense  of 
time  -  almost  mythical  time  -  and 
make  it  worth  seeing .

Phillips,  however,  added  that 
a  60-day  administrative  exten¬ 
sion  of  fee  amnesty  program  had 
been  proposed,  but  feat,  as  far  as 
she  Imew,  a  final  decision  had 
not  yet  been  made  on  it.

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Chinatown  residents  to  receive  trash  containers 
as  part  of  state  rodent  control  pilot  program

Chinatown  residents  will  soon 
be  given  trash  containers  as  part 
of  a  Department  of  Public 
Health  pilot  program  to  control 
rodents  in  die  neighboihood. 

In  an  effort  to  keep  potential 
food  sources  away  from  rodents, 
the  state  health  department  will 
soon  be  providing  large  plastic 
containers  to  be  used  to  hold 
bags  of  trash  until  trash  collec¬ 
tors  can  pick  them  up. 

According  to  Katrina  Claric  of 
the  Inspecdonal  Services’  Ro¬ 
dent  Control  unit,  Chinatown 
has  been  chosen  to  test  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  trash  container 
program  “because  of  the 
number  of  complaint  calls  we 
get  from  this  area  and  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  rat  bites  from  this 
area. 

“Last  year,  in  one  month,  we 
had  five  (rat  bites),’’  she  said. 
“I  would  say  it  equals  the  pro¬ 
blem  in  the  Back  Bay.  In  an  area 
like  this,  that’s  high.’’ 

Clarke  said  the  $25,000  grant 
will  be  used  to  purchase  500 
44-inch  by  30-inch  plastic  trash 
containers  and  to  retrofit  two 
trash  trucks  with  hydraulic  lifts 
to  pick  them  up. 

Mority  will  be  given  to  sup¬ 
plying  residences  with  the  con¬ 
tainers,  Clark  said,  but 
businesses  will  also  be  given 
containers  if  any  are  left  over 
after  residences  have  been  sup¬ 


plied. 

Estinuting  that  an  average  of 
three  dwellings  are  contained  in 
each  residential  building  in 
Chinatown,  Clark  suggested  that 
one  large  container  would  be 
distributed  to  each  three- 
dwelling  building. 

Although  a  second  option  -  to 
give  smaller  containers  to  each 
dwelling  -  was  also  discussed, 
the  current  plan  to  distribute  a 
large  one  to  each  building  seem¬ 
ed  more  practical,  Clark  said. 

Accon^g  to  the  current  plan, 
trash  containers  would  be  left  on 
the  street  outside  each  building 
and  would  be  chained  to  keep 
them  from  being  moved  or> 
stolen. 

Because  the  program  will  be 
cancelled  if  it  isn’t  implemented 
by  June  30,  Clark  estimated  that 
the  containers  would  be 
distributed  within  the  next  six 
weeks. 

“It  looks  like  it’s  going  to  be  a 
success,’’  said  Clark.  “I  haven’t 
heard  any  negative  comments.’’ 

Although  those  present  at  a  re¬ 
cent  meeting  to  discuss  the  pro¬ 
gram  iq)peared  to  favor  the  con¬ 
cept  of  distributing  the  con¬ 
tainers,  I|enry  Szeto,  president 
of  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  sug¬ 
gested  that  finding  space  to  store 
the  containers  could  be  a  pro¬ 
blem. 


In  a  related  effort  to  solve  the 
neighborhood’s  chronic  trash 
disposal  problem.  Yon  Lee,  the 

city’s  liason  to  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity,  suggested  that  a  plan 
could  be  woriced  out  in  which 
one  contractor  would  pick  up 
both  residential  and  commercial 
trash. 

According  to  Lee,  such  a  plan 
would  eliminate  the  problem  of 
determining  who  should  be  held 
responsible  for  picking  up  trash 
left  in  areas  that  contain  both 
residences  and  businesses. 

Residential  trash  is  currently 
picked  up  by  contractors  hired 
by  the  city,  while  commercial 
trash  is  picked  up  by  p^vate 
contractors  hired  by  businesses. 

Under  the  propo^  plan,  the 
city  would  pay  a  contractor  to 
pick  up  residential  trash  and 
businesses  would  pay  the  same 
contractor  to  pick  up  commer¬ 
cial  trash. 

“We’re  hoping  that  each 
business  will  be  agreeable  to  it,’’ 
said  Lee  of  the  plan  -  assuming, 
he  added,  that  the  pick-up  fee 
was  competitive  with  their  cur¬ 
rent  fees. 

Szeto  said  he  believed  that  a 
company  working  for  the  city 
was  prohibited  from  also  hauling 
commercial  trash,  but  Lee  said 
the  current  system  could  be 
changed  to  make  collection  more 
efficient.

At  the  same  time,  however, 
participation  by  the  Chinese 
residents  of  this  suburban  com¬ 
munity  remains  limited,  says 
Liu,  who  explains  that  the  Lex¬ 
ington  Chinese  association  in¬ 
cludes  only  50  of  the  estimated 
300  Chin^  fiunilies  living  in 
the  town.  “We  still  have  a  long 
way  to  go,’’  she  adds. 

Still,  she  says,  the  candidate 
the  Chinese  association  endors¬ 
ed  for  selectman  won  the  last 
election  by  only  seven  votes  -  a 
win,  she  believes,  that  would  not 
have  been  possible  without  the 
group’s  endorsement. 

Liu,  however,  believes  that 
many  Chinese  are  still  reluctant 
to  vote  in  elections.  “I  think  in 
general  Chinese  don’t  vote,’’ 
she  says.  “There  are  a  lot  of 
people  I  thought  would  vote  who 
didn’t  vote.  I  think  it’s  a  new 
concept  for  them.  It’s  part  of  the 
education  that  you  have  to  vote 
to  get  what  you  want.’’ 

Liu  attributes  the 
community’s  reluctance  to  vote 
as  being  in  part  a  holdover  from 
the  past.  “I  think  most  likely  it’s 
our  cultural  background,’’  she 
says.  “We’ve  been  told  what  to 
do.  I  think  it’s  hard  to  change 
that  concept.’’ 

Although  her  election  to  Town 
Meeting  also  marks  the  first  time 
a  Chinese  woman  has  been 
elected  as  a  Town  Meeting 
member,  Liu  never  considered 
politics  or  any  other  kind  of 
work  closed  to  women. 

“My  family  all  came  out  very 
strong  women,’’she  says. 
the  women  I  saw  could  stand  up 
on  their  own  two  feet.  My 
mother  always  worked.  We 
never  had  any  question  about 
whether  she  should  work.’’ 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  Lex¬ 
ington  Chinese  community  is  a 
highly  educated  one,  it  has  only 


recently  made  itself  a  more  visi- 

ble  political  force  -  a 
phenomenon  Liu  attributes  to  a 
number  of  factors. 

While  many  Chinese  residents 
of  Lexington  are  involved  in 
scientific  and  technical  fields 
where  language  is  not  crucial, 
politics,  she  says,  requires 
something  else. 

“In  science  and  math  you  only 
need  formulas,’’  says  Liu,  but  in 
politics  language,  as  well  as  a 
grounding  in  the  law,  are  often 
important  components. 
“English  is  still  but  second 
language,’’  she  adds. 

Liu  suggests,  however,  that 
those  limitations  will  eventually 
disappear  as  Chinese  youths 
move  into  non-scientific  and 
non-technical  fields.  “I  think  the 
social  science,  the  politics,  will 
help  the  whole  society,’’  she 
says. 

“I  think  the  next  generation 
will  be  different,’’  she  adds. 
“They  won’t  settle  for  less. 
They  want  to  be  involved.  Look 
at  the  Dxtkakis  campaign.  You 
see  a  lot  of  Asians.’’ 

And  although  she  sees  certain 
limitations  now  in  the  Chinese 
community’s  pursuit  of  political 
office  -  “We  don’t  have  the 
background,  we’re  not  lawyers’’ 
or  “good  public  speakers’’  -  she 
believes  that  will  change  for  the 
next  generation.  “I  hope  the 
younger  generation  will  do 
that,’’  she  says.  “A  lot  of  them 
graduate  from  Harvard.’’ 

Seeking  public  office  and  her 
involvement  in  the  Chinese 
association  represent  only  part 
of  Liu’s  involvement  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 

As  assistant  director  of  the 
Carey  Library,  she  has  already 
develcqied  a^  inq)lemented  a 
computerized  catologuing 
system  as  well  as  sought  grants 
to  develop  a  Chinese-language 
section  in  die  library. 

A  resident  of  Lexington  since 
1965,  Liu  was  also  a  member  of 
the  gimq)  that  founded  the  Lex¬ 


ington  Chinese  School.  “We  Z 
rented  a  room  in  St.  Bridget’s  ; 
School,’’  says  Liu.  “We  had  a  Z 
room  then.  Then  we  had  a  cou-  E 
pie  of  rooms.’’  : 

Liu,  meanwhile,  says  she  sees  t 
a  brighter  future  for  the  Chinese  ^ 
community  in  Lexington’s 
political  life.  “I  think  in  a  cou¬ 
ple  more  years  we’ll  build  tq>  a 
base  and  maybe  be  running  for 
others  -  maybe  the  planning 
board,’’  she  says. 

A  litde  further  on,  she  says, 
when  the  next  generation  comes 
of  age,  maybe  then  it  will  be 
time  to  run  for  selectman.

Francis  M.  Roache  to  appeal  a 
recent  court  decision  by  Boston 
Municipal  Court  Judge 
Theodore  S.  Bakas. 

In  that  decision,  Bakas  ruled 
that  the  “Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  was  not  justified”  in 
upholding  the  police  department 
suspension  of  Detective  Francis 
G.  Kelly  Jr. 

In  the  highly  publicized  1985 
case,  Kelly  was  charged  with  us¬ 
ing  excessive  force  and  filing 
false  police  reports  in  the  arrest 
of  Huang  on  a  Chinatown  Street. 

While  Huang  was  acquitted  of 
charges  of  soliciting  a  prostitute 
and  resisting  arrest,  KeUy  was 
suspended  for  one  year  without 
pay  following  hearings  by  the 
police  department  and  the  Civil 
Service  Commission. 

The  Bakas  ruling  reverses  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  deci¬ 
sion  and  allows  Kelly  -  who  has 
already  returned  to  the  police 
force  -  to  receive  a  year’s  back¬ 
pay  and  clear  his  department 
record. 

If  the  Bakas  decision  is  not  ap¬ 
pealed,  the  Asian  community’s 
recent  letter  states,  “The  clear 
message,  which  will  be  sent  out- 
to  those  who  choose  to  abuse 
their  authority  and  then 
misrepresent  their  actions  to 
their  superiors,  is  ‘You  will  not 
be  held  accountable.’” 

The  Bakas  ruling  states, 
among  other  things,  that  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  deci¬ 
sion  was  “unsupported  by 
substantial  evidence.” 

According  to  Fred  Dow,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  Asian 
American  Resource  Workshop, 
the  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  apparently  decided  to  appeal 
the  Bakas  decision. 

If  the  Bakas  decision  is  not  ap¬ 
pealed,  Dow  said,  “it  erases 
everything.  It’s  like  the  whole 
thing  never  happened.” 

“It  implies  that  the  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Commission  and  the  Boston 
Police  Department  didn’t  know 
what  they  were  doing,”  he  con¬ 
tinued  . 

Dow  said  the  group  wants  “to 
have  a  meeting,  at  least  with 
commissioner  Roache,  to  find 
out  what  his  thinking  is  on  the 
matter.”  He  added  that  the 
group  would  “like  to  see 
something  happen  within  the 
next  two  weeks.”
